It seems that way, that is, to those 
laven’t bothered to get *a true 
ture. 
“Socialized hypochondia” is what they 
call the results of “ free” medicine in 
isew /.eaiann. 
Here are some items, taken from an 
article in the Industrial News Review, 
alxu. the government medicine program 
as it operates in Great Britain: 
It has cost four times what its So­ 
cialist proponents said it would. 
It isnt’ free. Four-fifths of the costs 
come from taxes, mostly income taxes. 
In addition, in a nation where salaries 
are from 50 to 75 per cent lower than 
in the U.S., each employe pays $1.50 a 
week and the employer contributes 
$1.20 for each of his employes. 


In its investigation of federal medical 
activities, the first Hoover Commission 
cited examples of (wasteful operations) 
where the government is in charge of 
medical programs. 
lnde|>endent insurance programs can­ 
not afford to operate a medical program 
in such an excessively wasteful manner. 
They cannot afford large staffs that do 
little or nothing. They are competing— 
to give the best service for the least 
money, and there isn't any organization 
that can do it at less expense, including, 
most certainly, the federal government. 
.. . No medical program— “ socialized” 
or not— is free. Somelxjdy has to pay for 
it, and “ government medicine” is the 
most expensive of all. For those who 
advocate socialized medicine: Which of 
your neighbors do you think should pay 
your bills?

The Mwnmpttnn of expert­ 
ness is inevitable In our cur­ 
rent 
system 
of education. 
The 
w o r d . 
doctor, 
only

d i s c ipline. 
So there are 
Doctors of Medicine, Doctors 
of Philosophy, Doctors of Law, 
etc. 
In the 19th Century, where 
few could read and titles were 
important, if a man bore such 
a title as doctor or professor, 
he was regarded with awe. 
Today that is not an because 
there 
are 
too 
many in too 
m any fields and their experi- 
nr s so minute that often out­ 
side their little areas of disci­ 
pline they are not of great in­ 
telligence. 
Medical doctors, 
who 
are 
h a ire d men because of the 
j 
ire of time and the re- 
c 
' bilify for life, sometimes 
tend to become both pompous 
and narrow-minded. They re­ 
vert to the mental attitudes 


of the witch doctor. 
Great men are not like that 
because they realize that any­ 
one nan read what they read 
and that their value is only 
experience 
and 
sensitivity 
which an individual may or 
may not possess, depending as 
much upon his personality as 
upon his training. 
There can he no secrets in 
any field and the expert needs 
not only the ability 
of 
the 
technicians hut also the Im­ 
agination of genius. This ap­ 
plies in all fields. 
W e are so refining education 
by a system of majors in col­ 
lege training 
and 
specializa­ 
tion in post graduate work, 
that few know a whole sub­ 
ject 
and the person who is 
well-read in universal litera­ 
ture and history as he is In 
his specialty is rare, indeed.

While their expertness could 
be an advantage if it were 
framed properly, it has actual­ 
ly become a nuisance. For in­ 
stance, Portugal and Spain are 
important to the maintenance 
of the international position 
of the United States. 
But 
the doctrinaire Desk­ 
men .are 
anti-colonial 
and 
therefore have injected them­ 
selves in the question of An­ 
gola, just as they have in the 
destruction of the Dutch. B rit­ 
ish and French Empires, 
Here is a fundamental con­ 
fusion 
of 
policy 
that 
has 
proved to be very costly to the 
United States but is inevitable 
when policy is actually marie 
by experts whose task is to 
gather data not to interpret 
it. 
This error in organization 
has been ever-present in the 
C IA where evaluation is made 
at too low a level. Although 
the C IA rejects responsibility 
for the Cuban errors, investi­ 
gation would show that the 
C IA man in Cuba was pro- 
Castro whereas his job was to 
gather 
information 
about 
Cuba and Castro and transmit 
it to his superiors for evalua­ 
tion. 
The expert too often suffers 
from the conceit, which comes 
to one who knows a great deal 
about a small area —* what 
can be called the specialist of 
the left-eyebrow, 
who 
only 
too often fails 
to 
recognize 
that his is a part of a prob­ 
lem. 
A physician was once very 
determined about a diagnosis. 
I knew' the patient very' w'ell; 
I asked the physician if he 
knew him at all- 
He had been called in as a 
specialist but a plumber might 
have been called in, so far as 
knowledge of the patient was 
concerned. Most of the illness 
was psychosomatic. 
But

great specialist was sure he 
could tell by tapping and test­ 
ing.

More Crackdowns—Next target 
of .Senator Estes Kefauver’s jolt­

anti-trust 
investigation 
is 
price-fixing in the export-import 
business. The veteran Tennessee 
prober has been given a lot of 
ev idence on price-fixing deals by 
U.S. and foreign exporters by 
Representative Emanuel Ceiler 
(I),N Y .), who heads a House 
anti-monopoly committee. 
Com­ 
merce Secretary Luther Hodges 
is also actively cooperating with 
Kefauver. 
Rand Dixon, new chairman of 
the Federal Trade Commission, 
will soon announce a sweeping 
reorganization of the agency. Its 
operations are to be streamlined 
so attorneys in the field can 
bring violation eases directly to 
the Commission's attention. 
Under existing procedure, com­ 
plaints may be reviewed by sub­ 
ordinates several or more times 
before reaching the commission. 
As a result, price-fixing and false 
advertising eases have taken a 
year or longer to get to the 
Commission. 
Dixon's aim is to slash this 
time lag to not more than a 
month.
